Truckee Meadows. He oftt n boosted 
of jigging one of the ln>t iirigaling 
ilitches In Washoe county anil rais- 
ing the first ton of alfalfa with tli- 
Bid oJ water from the Truckle mei. 


For years he engaged in funning, 


meeting with marked .success. A num- 
ber of years ftgo he came to Keno to 
live and In 1899 buiit the O'Connor 
block on Second street. The building

A SERVANT GIRL PROBLEM

PRESS dispatch form Appleton, WiV 


**• consin, stated not long ago that the women 


of that town had solved the servant problem by 
hiring squaws to do their housework. The item 
received much attention from the press of the 
rest of the country, the New York dailies, and 
some of the magazines, notably "Everybody's" 
published extended comment upon this great dis- 
covery. 


The women of Nevada, who solved the same 


problem decades ago, in the same manner, were 
amused by the to-do made over the wonderful 
enterprise of the women of Appletori. 


It appears, however, that the \\omen of the 


sagebrush are threatened with a famine in this 
particular kind of help 
At Iea>t conditions 


would tend to make it appear that way. 


The most desirable of the native daughters 


as help are naturally graduates of the Stewart 
Institute. They know a great deal about house- 


work already, and are, by virtue of their mental 
training, more apt at learning new thing:, than 
their unlettered sisters straight from the wickiup. 
Many Carson families have recruited their house- 
hold help from this quarter, and even the neigh- 
boring towns have stretched forth their hands 
and gathered in a few. Rut now the news conies 
from headquarters that the supply is exhausted 
with not much possibility of a renewal for a long 
time to come. 


Demands have come in the past week from 


Virginia City, Gold Hill and Reno, and even from 
San Francisco, all of which had to be rejected 
because of a scarcity of material. 
Of course, 


there are numbers of girls at the school who have 
a rudimentary knowledge of housework, but the 
•-uperinUndent dot's not wish to send out any 
that are not thoroughly competent. 


So there is a strong possibility that the wo- 


men of Nevada may have a servant-girl problem 
on their hands in the near future.
